| <After a week of the Franco-Amer- 
) ican counter-offensive, we are enter- 
ing a third and extremely interesting 
|phase of the present battle. 
The German phase ended a week 
ago, when, after four days of attack, 
the German blow was effectually 
parried and the allies passed to the 
offensive on the Aisne-Marne front. 
The second or allied phase covers the 
counter-thrust and its 
consequences, leading to a German 
retirement and a severé local re- 
verse following the general and wider 
defeat in the first phase. 

In the new phase now opening the 
great question is raised: will Foch 
keep the initiative, which he has 
manifestly wrested from Ludendorff, 
or will he, following the course of 
Diaz in the recent Piave struggle, 
return to a defensive campaign after 
he has exploited to the uttermost his | 
local successes in the Marne salient?

The main railroad is now. useless 
so far as the Germans are concerned, 
while the heavy guns of the allies 
are reaching many of the wagon 
roads which the enemy has fought 
so hard to retain. 

The Germans cay, of course, ob- 
tain limited supplies, but it is be- 
lieved that these will not be suf- 
ficient to warrant keeping the big 
army in the salient which has been 
greatly narrowed by a week of battle.

In this situation Foch may, if he 
feels strong enough and the situation 
sems to him sufficiently promising, 
repeat the Joffre strategy and strike 
still another blow elsewhere before 
Ludendorff can recover from his 
present defeat. This would compel 
the German commander, even 


more than local success, to turn his 
attention to the fresh danger and 
give over such plans as he may be 
maturing for a blow of his own. 

Either Foch or Ludendorff, it 
would seem, must strike soon again. 
Foch has the first chance by reason 
of his immediate success. lLuden- 
dorff, on the other hand, has the 
greater need to resume the offensive 
to save the morale of the German 
armies and even more that of the 
German people, since it is plain that 
on the present showing hope of deci- 
sive success in this decisive year is 
practically extinguished. 

We are, then, at a mighty interest- 
ing and clearly crucial moment in the 
present campaign. And we should 
be careful to guard against any ex- 
aggerated notion of the extent of 
Foch’s victory or a correspondingly 
mistaken appraisal of the present 
condition of the German army. In 
point of fact, after the first moment 
of surprise and confusion, the Ger- 
man military machine has met the 
emergency with consummate skill 
and with undiminished energy and 
competence.

NEW FOE TACTICS 
BASED ON SECRECY

famous saying that an army which 
its superiority 
every 10 
years has received much attention 
during this war. In no other cam- 
paign have tactical methods devel- 
oped and changed more rapidly 
and in no other have the material 
means of war increased in a more al- 
luring manner the opportunities for 
improving tactical methods. 

The human factor alone has not 
altered, but there have been greater 
demands made upon it, especially for 


brains, and these have not always 


completely been met. We have had 
plenty of experience of German de- 
fensive tactics between November, 
1914, and March, 1918, but it has 
only been during the last four 
months that we have experienced in 
the war the latest offensive tactics 
the enemy had evolved from a study 
of the campaign. 

From many documents, as well as 
from practical knowledge, we are 
able to ascertain a good deal about 
these new tactics. 

Secrecy of preparation is the foun- 
dation of these new tactics. Whena 
surprise had been secured, as it was 
to a large extent before the attacks 
of March 21 and May 27, then very 
great results followed, but when, as 
on June 9 and July 15, the enemy’s 
intentions became known  before- 
hand, the same results were not ob- 
tained. Good intelligence work and 
good air scouting, particularly by 
night, are the best safeguards, and 
it is satisfactory to know that before 
the last two great Germans attacks 
our news of the enemy’s plans was 
good. 

Preparations Made at Night. 

Practically all the enemy’s prep- 
arations are made by night in order 
to escape the notice of our airmen, 
and as in summer nights are short, 
the period required for the meticu- 
lous preparation which the Germans 
devote to their grand attacks is co- 
respondingly lengthened. It took 
three months to prepare for March 
21 and two months to get ready for 
May 27. July 15 took seven weeks 
at least. 

During this period German pio- 
neers and working parties labored 
like slaves to prepare the ground in 
front of the intended advance, fill in 
shell holes, make fresh roads, bridge 
streams and German tank traps, 
which are often 30 yards wide, to 
clear away and demolish barricades. 

Much of the work done was cam- 
ouflaged to escape the eyes of our 
airmen by day and all new roads and 
works were covered with manure and 
litter to prevent their being seen. 
The wheels of wagons used by work- 
ing parties were bound with straw 
to silence them while moving, and 
even the ruts made by the wheels 
were obliterated before dawn. All 
supplies and munitions were brought 
up and placed in concealed dumps, 
while bridges of all kinds, even the 
heaviest, were prepared well behind 
the lines, and so far completed in 
advance that they could be thrown 
across by night and finished without 
the noise of hammers or pile drivers. 

With all units to be employed on 
any work under fire there were triple 
crews, so that when a man fell he 
could at once be replaced. It takes 
mighty long time to complete all 
these arrangements on the broad 
front of attack. 

Hard to Cross Rivers Now. 

It was easy for the Germans to

Great Allied Success. 

All this does not detract from the 
greatness of the allied success nor 
from the brilliance of the Foch 
stroke. It only serves to reveal how 
strong the German machine remains 
and how idle it is, idle and danger- 
ous, to jump from the fact of a great 
local victory to the assumption of a 
general and definite triumph. A

which says the fight began at 3 
o'clock Friday afternoon and lasted 
intermittently until Saturday morn- 
ing. The ship sank about 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon after nine torpedoes 
had been fired. 

When the liner was first struck, 
the torpedo-boat destroyers which 
accompanied her raced to attack the 
enemy and dropped many depth 
charges, while patrol boats stood by 
'the ship and a tug took her in tow. 

The second and third torpedoes 

were fired about 5 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon. Both missed their marks, 
one going ahead of the steamer and 
the other aft. Two hours later an- 
other torpedo was seen coming, but 
when it got close a gunner on the 
| Justicia, with extraordinary aim, hit 
it clean and exploded it. 

All was quiet until 8 o’clock in the 
evening, when the fifth torpedo was 
sighted. The gunners on the Jus- 
ticia placed their shots so near it 
that the torpedo was deflected ‘and 
missed its target. 

Most of the crew by this time had 


been transferred to other. ships 
which had remained near the liner 
all night. 


The Justicia was well on her way 
to port Saturday morning when to- 
ward 8 o'clock the gunners again 
were hard at work as the sixth and 
seventh torpedoes went past. Two 
hours later a submarine fired the 
eighth and ninth torpedoes and one 
of them struck forward and the 
other aft. 


No Transport Hereafter to Return 
Without Protection. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—The 
sinking of the Justicia while she was 
homeward bound means that here- 
after no transport will be allowed to 
move going or coming without the 
protection of warships. The big 
steamer makes the sixth transport 
the German submarines have de- 
stroyed in the same way. The others 
were the Antilles, President Lincoln 
and Covington, under the American 
flag, and the Moldavia and Dwinsk 
under the British flag. All of these 
were caught on their way back to the 
United States after discharging their 
cargoes of troops. Only one trans- 
port has been hit on the way over 
with troops, that was the Tuscania, 
but even she was unescorted when 
the U-boat showed up.

The magnitude of the movement 
congested the roads, which already 
were well filled with mixed French 
and American units, and the supply 
transports became separated from 
the infantry. Many of the officers 
and men had not removed their 
clothes for weeks except, pernaps, 
their shoes, which needed replacing. 
The unit reached its position on the 
line without guides. One subunit 
arrived there only five minutes be- | 


fore the zero hour, going over the | 
rain-soaked ground at double time. 

All the ammunition had not yet been | 
brought up and each man’s supply 
consisted of only two cartridge belts. | 
The larger machine guns mired and. 
getting tied up in the congestion 
along the road could not be got up | 
in time for attack. The rations were 
short, but every subunit went over 
the top on the tick of the watch. 
The signal corps accompanied them, 
laid the wires and maintained com- 


munications. There was no water as 
the carts could not get through; but 
at the end of the day the unit had 


advanced five miles and captured 
2600 prisoners, six batteries of 77's, 
two batteries of 210's, four batteries 
of 250’s, all taken at the point of 
the bayonet; also machine guns still 
and a corral full of min- 
nenwerfers and trench mortars. 

The next day the total number of 
| prisoners reached 3300, and the ad- 
Vance total of seven miles and a half 
‘along the Vaucastille-Vierzy line, 
south and slightly west of Soissons. 

On the second day the engineers 
stormed Visegnuex against machine 
guns, artillery and gas over open 
country. Nearly all the fighting of 
the unit was in wheat fields. In 
the face of the fiercest opposition 
Vierzy was riddled with rifle fire, 
and then stormed. 

Quantities of canned tomatoes 
were rushed forward and with these 
as rations and the tomato juice as 
the best substitute for water, the 
Americans advanced to Ligny, two 
miles east of Vierzy and six miles 
seuth of Soissons. 

No artillery preparation or bar- 
rage preceded this attack, nor were 
hand grenades used. The Americans 
fought with the rifle and bayonet. 

The shooting was excellent, our 
men, as has been told before, kill- 
ing two enemy airmen with rifle 
bullets. The Americans can wing 
these targets if they fly low enough 
to be effective against our troops. 


The unit headquarters staff was in

OF RAILROAD SHOPMEN 


58 Cents an Hour, Retroactive to 
Jan. 1 and Ejight-Hour Day 
Granted 500,000 Workers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Wages 
of railroad shopmen were increased 
to 68 cents an hour yesterday by Di- 
rector-General McAdoo, with pro- 
portionate advances for assistants 
and miscellaneous classes in me- 
chanical departments. The new rates, 
which are retroactive to last Jan. 1, 
are from 5 to 13 cents an hour high- 
er than wages paid these men in 
most shops under the general wage 
advance allowed two months ago by 
the Director-General, but are some- 
what less than the labor organiza- 
tions sought. 

Beginning Aug. 1, eight hours will 
be recognized as a standard working 
day and overtime, Sunday and holi- 
day work will be paid for at the rate 
of one and one-half times the usual 
rate. Back pay will be given the men 
as soon as it can be calculated. 

The advances apply to about 500,- 
000 men and apply flatly to all sec- 
tions of the country, despite local 
differences prevailing heretofore. 
The addition to the aggregate annual 
payroll is estimated as nearly $100,- 
000,000.

An historian who has been looking up prior un- 
pleasantness with the pugnacious people on the hot end 
of the present combat says if we will go back as far 
as Julius Caesar we can find out how to handle this 
problem, something that even Napoleon failed to 
do.

The 
Germans promptly made this two years, and within 
a given time they had 250,000 trained men—-enough, 
as it proved, to beat Napoleon and send him to re- 
pent his error on St. Helena. This gentleman 
doesn’t come out and say that we haven't anyone of 
Caesar’s foresight on our side; but he does intimate 
plainly enough that we can count among ourselves 
Caesar himself, whose idea of how to make peace 
with the Germans is still alive and kicking.

Home Clean-Up Kit 
Invented by Girls 
TAINS on clothing usually can 
be removed with a little 
trouble if attended to at once. 
Those left in fabrics for several days 

are stubborn. 

The girls in the home economics 
department of the University of Mis- 
sourl have invented a clean-up kit 
that can easily be equipped by any 
housewife. The kit will remove every- 
thing from grease spots to tar. The 
materials and chemicals needed are 
bowls, sponges, medicine dropper, 
glass rods for stirring, cheese cloth, 
Ivory and naptha soap, benzine, am- 
monia, chloroform, acetic acid borax, 
ink eradicator, brush, iron and blot- 
ters. 

Directions for removing various 
kinds of stains follow: 

Chocolate—Cover with borax and 
wash with cold water. 

Coffee—Spread stained part over 
a bowl and pour boiling water over 
it from heighth of two to three feet. 

Fruit—Use borax and ammonia 
with boiling water. 

Glue—Apply acetic acid with a 
brush. 

Grease—Apply benzine 
cloth. 

Ink—Use eradicator as directed 
on box. 

lodine—Warm water and 
chloroform or ammonia. 

Machine oil—Benzine with soap 
and water. 

Paint—Benzine, chloroform, or 
naptha soap and water. 

Rust—Cover with a paste of acetic 
acid and salt and place in sun. 

Tar—Place blotting paper on either 
side and press with a hot iron. 
PARAGRAPH HINTS 

ON GARDEN HYGIENE 

PRAYING is of no avail unless it 
reaches the under sides as well 
as the tops of the leaves. 

Burn all diseased and infested tops 
and roots of plants; to put them on 
the compost heap is to supply a 
comfortable breeding ground for 
more trouble. 

Water your plants only when they 
require it and then do it thoroughly. 
Mere surface wetting does more 
harm than good. 

It has been important all along, to 
keep your soil well cultivated, but it 
is still more important during this 
month and next. Remember that 
many weeds spread disease and har- 
bor insects as well as robbing the 
plants of their rightful food and 
drink. 

Spray with arsenate of lead for all 
insects that eat holes in the leaves of 
your plants. Powdered  hellebore 
may also be used. 

Spray with kerosene emulsion or a 
solution of whale-oil soap for those 


insects that stay in one place and suck 


the juice from the plants. Kerosene 
emuision may be made at home by 
dissolving *%* pound whale-oil soap in 
2 quarts of hot water with a pint of 
kerosene. 

Tobacco dust or tobacco water 
should be poured on the ground 
about plants whose roots are infested 
with insects. 

It is safe to spray with Bordeaux 
mixture for any sort of leaf blight. 

Pyrethrum powder, while deadly 
to thrip and lice, is not poisonous to 
man. 

Sprinkling lime over the soil will 
drive snails away. 

Hand picking is the only reliable 
method known to me of getting rid 
of rose bugs.—July Good Housekeep- 
ing.
